0 « M r. C j»a*k’s motion fo r prohibiting Britijb C om m trte, 


DfiXTER introduced his oSOieaiUm«, b * re- 
J iV jL m atking, that he had never hieu with I«* great 
iciu c u n ce , on any former »ccnfion. 
A t f» late an haur, 
w hen patience teemed »xhaurted* when in fo n tn g had 
given place to invejtive { when to oppolc the relolutton, 
yra> but fclieiting reproaches j when th* fiirtids ol it» 
confident of a majority, were from ail tides of th* Ilouf<*, 
impatiently calling fur the queftion j when (he mover of 
it, heard arguments againtt it, only that he m ight treat 
them with contempt, and thtir authors with iim .it, he 
fa id it was in vain to afk lor an attentive hearing. 
He 
feould not have rifen, but tor a icmark juft /»Hen from 
a gentleman from New-Jerfcy ( M r . D s y to n ) which had 
U ibid den him to be fileut. 
T lia t g«uil«man, laid M r. 
Dexter, has told us, that the prelent meafure, is a ftep. 
ping-ftone to irqocftfation of Bruifh debt*. 
V iew ing it, 
therefore, as the beginning of a fyftem of hoftdity, which 
¡a to be fo con d oftsd , as to (aerifies not only uui in ciefl 
and peace, but our national honour, the duty to icfift it 
fcscomc* indifpeafable. 
Wlratevei may b e th o u g h t ot 
m aking law s to annihilate th« ties of honour, auu pur- 
fonal confidence, and to diffjlva the uiorsd obligation of 
«untrails—»Whatever may be thought of the m odem 
plage of nations» w h ich probably troin genital content 
fliis become a law, w h ich cannot now be violated with- 
out perfidy—‘Whatever may be thought o f th: odiu m it 
rught bring oa our national chara&er, and the complete 
dtftiuA ion to our credit» at a Moment when we flul! 
probably need the utmoft extent of it j we hive not taken 
thole previous fteps, for pacific accommodation, which 
the cuttom of nations, and all writers of authotity, hold 
to be firtt in order, and ijidifpenfable. 
W e luve not 
made that demand, for a iccompence, which ought to pre- 
tfde every fpecies of reprifaL 
After the observations, 
fir, which i made in the beginning of the debate, it will 
not be thought Grange, that 1 fuihr on the pref«nt occa. 
fion> sn unuiual conflict of reiloning and of feeling.—A 
then tUted, with the tranknefs which 1 felt, and With 
the seal which the haiardoui crifis of our country infptr- 
•d , the rcafons aud'pafliona which k«^>t «ay mind in a 
Jtate of vibration. Struggling with indignation at the m- 
jufticc and tolly of Britain, I laid we hive luifcred until 
confidence it folly— «m il patience is a crime. Believing 
that the refolutlon involved a principle, ntiich n.ight be 
«fcfal, both for obtaining jufticc and preferving peace , 
but that the prefent ft ape, rendeied it not only wleleis, 
but ifijarious} believing too that it is improper, for this 
, branch of oyr government to begin a negociation vrith a 
foreign nation, and preremptorily d ¿late the terms of it, 
I propoicd an amendment, which left the principle in all 
• Its force, and avoided fome of the obj ¿lions, 
W e have 
Uecetofore heard much of a fpirit ot accommodation | 
but the friends ot this refolution have no; diicovered it. 
Alt«* wearying thsm lslves in hunting (ot a isalon againlt 
the amendment, it w ai negatived without any, 
T hey 
w ill agree with us, but it mud be piecifc^y on their own 
terms. 
T h is is the language of accommodation—«hear 
and believe whatever we teach | (loop down and b«sr 
whatever we impofe. 
Viftory is m out own power ) a 
triumph is baiter than peace. If fu, it be conneAed with 
difcord and public calam ity, the Isuiel is too witlicted 
to excite nay envy. I f »mid the fire winch » »¿«*, wc Imre 
•o t forgotten the cauie which produced it, we mu ft re. 
stember that the condemnation ot our velTcU inthu W cA.

1 cannot omit. 
In the difiribution ot power to the feve- 
ral departments of government, the tight of m i k i n g trea­ 
ties is given to the Executive. 
Oi courte the preparatory
